The Bay St. Louis High School is 
proud of the fact that following seven 
months of faculty study and self- 
evaluation the evaluation by the vis- 
iting committee for the Southern Asso- 
‘ation has been completed.

committee. Schools are not classed AA-A 
or BB-B scholastically. Such classifi- 
cations apply to schools for athletic 
competition only. A school is given 
one of these classifications on the basis 
of high school enrollment. 

Schools holding membership in the 
Southern Association must meet the 
standards set up by this accrediting 
agency or be dropped from the list of 
accredited schools, but there is no clas- 
sification of schools, either by letter or 
figure—the school is either fully ac- 
credited or dropped from the list. 

The Bay St. Louis school received 
a certificate of approval for the session 
1951-52 prior to the coming of this 
visiting committee. 

Primary purpose of the visiting com- 
mittee was to study the local school 
system and point out things that would 
help improve the school system. In so 
doing, the report of the committee fell 
into two divisions, namely, commenda- 
tions and recommendations, The com- 
mittee commended the school for those 
things being done well and according 
to the best educational standards and 
made recommendations where they 
found things that might be improved 
upon. Practically every report com- 
mended the school for the “fine pupil- 
teacher relationship” which is neces- 
sary in the operation of a good school. 

In the matter of recommendations, 
there were none that could not be met

{$500 EXEMPTION 
{ON CAR PROPOSED 


Bill Authored By 
‘Hancock Co. Rep. 


>., Jackson, Miss.—The Mississippi Leg- 
islature will be asked to grant exemp- 
tions up to $500 on ad valorem taxation 
of family automobiles’ under a bill 
authored by Rep. Walter Phillips, Han- 
cock County. 

Phillips saif that he has found “a 
great deal of interest” among people 
in his county for granting of some re- 
lief from ad valorem taxation on auto- 
mobiles. 

Only one family automobile per fam- 
ily would be allowed the $500 exemp- 
tion, Phillips pointed out. He said 
that it would cover trucks as well as 
automobiles if used by the family as 
a means of transportation. 

Average assessed valuation of auto- 
mobiles over the state is now about 
$373, the legislator said, “but many 
of these are valued at $30, which is 
the minimum valuation.” 

He estimated that about one-half 
the automobiles on the rolls would be 
exempt under his measure.

; whenever proposals to give relief in 
specific and isolated instances of hard- 


ship are made. If we actually had 
i free trade, thats. would be one thing, 
but when many items are protected by 
high tariff walls. the denial of a similar 
protection to other products, which 
were either not grown in this country 
or for other reasons needed no pro- 
l tection when the Tariff Act was passed 
in 1930, is a questionable practice. 
I have in mind particularly our efforts 
over the past several years to secure 
some protection for the infant and, from 
a defense angle, highly important do- 
mestic tung industry against imports 
from China. It is true that 
imports are cut off temporarily because 
of the Korean War, but in the years 
just after the war the domestic price 
of tung oil was forced down and down 
until it was below the government's 
support price by these imports of coolie- 
produced Chinese oil. Even when the 
Communists took over China and when 
these imports from there through} 
Hong Kong were bolstering the econo- 
my of Red China, the State Department 
opposed all efforts to relieve the situ- 
ation by positive action on our part. 
Later events (the out-break of the Ko- 
rean War) of themselves took care 
of the situation. But this is only tem- 
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porary. When a truce is signed, there 
is every reason to expect that the do- 
mestic tung industry will be at the 
mercy of Communist China unless 
something is done to protect our tung 
armors. Eut still the State Depart- 
aeat Cppuse, iegis.ation we introduced 
last year to impose quotas on imports 
of tung oil objecting on the ground 
that this would invite retaliatory re- 
strictions on our own exports. 

The only remedy is to secure the 
passage of legislation in spite of the 
objection of the State Department.
